This visit of Sir Charles Tupper will 
aflord the pcopla of this province a 
favorable opportunity for bringing un 
dcr tbo imtueUiato notice of the Do 
minion Government their wants and 
grievances. Sir Charles comes not on 
a tour of pleasure or idle curio.sity. Nor 
does he come in his ministerial capa 
city .Ts the linad of an iinportaiiL de 
p.trtincnt. For all practical puriiose.s 
he will be to us as tho govornuicnt dur- 
ing his presence in the province. While, 
thei'eforo, e.xtending to hiia a fitting 
welcome as a distinguished man ami 
prominent minister, let not bu.^ati'ss be 
overlooked. The people of British Col- 
umbia do not often enjoy the privilege 
of meeting a membor of the federal 
goveruraent face to face; and if, while 
giving Sir Gharlesjcourtcous and hearty 
welcome they evince becoming soliei- 
tudo for the retjuircinenls and interests 
of the eountry, they will lose notliiiig 
cither in his estimation or their own. 
What urc the principal public want.s ! 
At \'ictoria the Island railway will 
doubtless bo urged as the most iiniiortaiit 
subject demanding attention; and we sin- 
cerely hope a speedy and satisfactory so- 
lution uf that vexed question may be 
found. Probably next to tho Island rail- 
way itself will coiue the ancilliary ipies 
lion of unlocking the Island laiiil.s and 
thus oiieniiig the dour to settlement, so 
that the fuud required in the prosecution 
of railway work may, as far as jiussible, 
be derived from the soil along the lino of 
route. There are doubtless other mutters 
including fortifications, Ac, which will 
be urged upon the Minister by the peoiilu 
of Vancouver lalaiul ; but we take it that 
the railway constitutes the uvershaJowiiig 
consideration, and wo feel ipiitu certain 
that The, Culunist does not niisrepresoiit 
popular sentiment on the Mainland when 
It states that the peu|ile uf thissectiuii de- 
sire tu seo their felluw c-il.uiists beyuml 
the gulf fairly treated in this matter. 
CrusHiiig u\er to the .Mainland, tho .Min- 
ister will have brjught to his notice here 
a number of subjects— amongst the must 
imiiortant of which will bo tho prc'iiosi- 
tion to cany the C. P. railway through 
this city im its way to the sea; the throw- 
ing o[)eii uf the railway belt on such lib- 
eral terms as will most eD'ectually and 
speedily people the fertile acres of 
the Lower Frasur ; the extension of the 
ocean mail service to tho Mainland; and 
the establishment of a stdmon hatch- 
ery on tho Lower Eraser. Those are all 
matters of vital coiiceriinieiit to this [lai't 
of the [)roviii«j, while most, if not of all 
of them, atl'cct the whole mainland more 
ur less directly. Passing tu the great 
cuuntiy beyond tho Cascades there are 
other qucationa demanding attention, 
amongst which will doubtless be the ini- 
provoinent of navigationon the Thotnp.soii 
river between Spcnco's Bridge and Bona- 
parte, so a.s to render that stretch of wat- 
er navigable fur steamers, and the estah- 
lishment of more freipient mail commiini- 
catiori where it alreaily exists and tho ex- 
teiiHiou of the service to the Quosnelle 
country, and, iierluijis, sr'ne other locali- 
ties at present left destitute. Wliilo .Sir 
Charles Tupper's business out here is 
eliiolly in connection with matters apper- 
taining to his own department there need 
bo iiu fear that every application m' com- 
plaint will not receive due conaidoration 
at his hands. While, therefore, anything 
ill tho nature of pestering the iniiiiater 
with issues ur grievances of a comparative- 
ly trivial nature aliould be carefully avoid- 
ed, it behooves the various communities to 
make a respectful, judicious and manly 
pre.sentnient of their roquiremeuts and 
grievances, if they have tiny, .and thus 
made a good use of so rare au opportu- 
nity.
